(AP)-U Thant rejected today, 
to a new five-year term as sec- 
retary-general of the United Na- 
tions. 


"I have decided not u .if?>r 


my self for a second term as 
secretary-general," Thant said, 
"and to leave the Security Coun- 
cil unfettered in its recommen- 
dation to the General Assembly 
with regard to the next secre- 
tary general." 


Thant's statement, contained 


in a message to the 117 delega» 
tions of the U.N., gave no indi- 
cation he was willing to stay on 
for an indefinite period while 
the Security Council tackles the 
job of finding a new secretary- 
general. His term expires Nov. 
3. 


The 
statement of the soft- 


spoken, popular 
Burmese, is- 


sued after heavy pressure from 
U.N. members to persuade him 
to stay on, reflected his disil- 
lusionment and dissatisfaction 
with the arduous job. 


He said he had to "confess to 


a sense of dissatisfaction with 
the fact that the organization 
has not yet achieved universali- 
ty of membership."

China Strong 
Man Expands 
Red Purge

TOKYO (AP) - Red China's 


new strong man, Defense Minis- 
ter Lin Piao, called on the mili- 
tant young Red Guards Wednes- 
day night to expand the purge 
now sweeping the Chinese main- 
land but warned them against 
coercion and force. 


"Don't hit people," Mao Tze- 


tung's heir apparent told 500,000 
young Red Guards and other- 
revolutionary youths in Peking's 
Square of Heavenly Peace. 


Lin, 59, said he spoke for Mao, 


who rode around the square at 
his side during the rally. But the 
72-year-old 
chairman 
of 
the 


Communist party did not speak. 


The teen-aged 
Red Guards 


have been carrying out a na- 
tionwide purge of foreign and 
pre-Communist 
influences 
as 


part of the "cultural revolution" 
ordered by Mao to strengthen 
the hold of his ideas on China. 
The youthful purge has been 
marked 
by violence and the 


humiliation of its victims. 


Lin, according to the New 


China News Agency, called on 
the Red Guards to carry out 
their campaign by reasoning 
and not by coercion or force. 


Lin told the youths to "further 


develop the cultural revolution 
— smash four olds (old ideas, 
old culture, old customs and old 
habits) and deal a heavy blow 
to a handful of bourgeois right- 
ists." 


But coercion or force, he said,

only touch their skins" 


while

revolutionary features, isolate 
them to the maximum, discredit

President Johnson to sign both 
bills on Labor Day — next Mon- 
day — in the auto capital of De- 
troit. But the White House has 
not announced definite weekend 
travel plans for the President. 


The signing will cap more 


than a decade of congressional 
debate on how the federal gov- 
ernment can reduce accidents, 
which last year took nearly 50,- 
000 American lives and injured 
some 250,000 persons. 


Final approval would mean 


that starting with 1968 models, 
new cars manufactured or sold 
in this country would carry as

current guess on Capitol Hill is 
that If President Johnson pro» 
poses a tax increase it will in- 
clude hikes both on individuals 
and business and it probably 
will not reach Congress before 
next Jan. 1. 


No administration tax pro»

But some spoke of what they 
regarded as Informal probes — 
for example, of what Congress 
might think of restoring corpor- 
ate Income tax temporarily to 
its old level — 52 per cent In- 
stead of the present 48 — or 
of what level of Viet Nam spend- 
ing might induce Congress to 
boost the Individual income tax.

Q—1 have a large varicose 


ulcer on my leg. What treat- 
ment do you recommend? 


A—Varicose ulcers arc the 


result of neglecting varicose 
veins. In most victims treat- 
ment is useless unless the un- 
derlying cause is removed. 
When this is done the ulcers 
will 
heal 
spontaneously 
if 


given a chance. Keep them 
clean and cover with com- 
presses moistened with ster- 
ile salt solution of the same 
salinity as tears. 


A Polish doctor has speed- 


ed the healing of these ulcers 
by fastening a plastic cage 
over the ulcer and reducing 
the air pressure in the cage 
with a suction pump. If the 
ulcer is large it must be cov- 
ered with a skin graft as soon 
as the underlying base is free 
of infection. Water pills are 
also of value in reducing the 
waterlogging of the affected 
leg.

This dish was 
named after a California min- 
ing town by the camp cook 
who created this combination 
of oysters with precious eggs 
and available seasonings. It 
was cooked outside over a 
campfire.

there was gold. My mother 
often told us about the bar- 
rels of oysters he would have 
sent up from San Francisco 
via Nevada City on the narrow 
gauge railroad.)

Fall Presents Need for 
Many Repair Problems

The changing of the seasons 


is a time to take stock around 
the house. In the fall it is 
especially important since this 
is the time you must start pre- 
paring for inclement weather. 


Have your furnace checked 


before it goes into daily use. 
Replace filters in warm air 
systems. 
Make certain that 


the pilot light is on in gas 
fueled furnaces. If you use 
oil, your storage tank should 
be full. Make sure that water 
levels are where they belong 
in steam or hot water heating 
systems. 


Take down screens and put 


up storm windows. Check 
your windows before putting 
up storms. Putty should be 
sound. Wash windows before 
putting up storm windows- 


it will save work later on. 


Wind-driven rain and snow 


can do a great deal of damage 
to a home with cracks and 
openings in the walls, loose or 
broken shingles on the roof. 


Observe your roof on a 


windy day. Shingles that flut- 
ter in the breeze should be 
fastened down. A roof top in- 
spection is even better in de- 
tecting b r o k e n , curled or 
loose shingles. But unless you 
are experienced, sure-footed 
and unafraid of heights, leave 
this to the professional roofer. 


Nail Loose Shingles 


If you can get up there 


yourself to handle the repairs, 
nail down loose shingles and 
put a dab of asphalt cement 
under the shingle. 


Work on a w a r m day. 


Shingles will be flexible and 
the cement will be easy to 
use. 


Another roof job is the 


checking of chimneys and the 
flashing around them. Chim- 
neys should be checked for 
cracks and crumbling mortar. 
The entire chimney can be 
painted with masonry sealer. 


Flashing may be corroded 


or cracked. Minor repairs car 
be done with asphalt cement 
If the flashing must be re- 
placed, call in a roofer. 


Gutters fill with leaves dur- 


ing the fall and it will take 
more than one trip up the lad- 
der to keep them clean. But 
they must be thoroughly clean 
before winter comes. 


To keep downspouts from 


clogging, install strainer* at 


until the edges begin to curl. 
Beat eggs well with beer, salt 
and Tabasco. Pour egg mix- 
ture evenly over oysters. Stir 
over low heat until eggs are 
lightly scrambled. Serve im- 
mediately with dark bread 
and butter.
